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WASHINGTON, Oct. 13--The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture today reported the following recent developments in 
U.S. agricultural trade: 


U.S. AGRICULTURAL EXPORTS 


U.S. agricultural exports during August totaled $2.6 billion, up 5 
percent from the same month a year earlier. Total agricultural export volume 
in August--9.8 million tons--was down 7 percent from the year-earlier level. 
Higher prices and larger export volumes for corn and soybeans (compared to 
last August) primarily contributed to this August's higher total agricultural 
export value. 


Total agricultural exports for the first 11 months 
(October-August) of fiscal 1983 were valued at $31.8 billion, down 13 percent 
from the same period in fiscal 1982. Total agricultural export volume for 
October-August of fiscal 1983 totaled 132.9 million tons, down 10 percent from 
a year earlier. Smaller wheat and coarse grain shipments account for most of 
the decline. 


U.S. exports of wheat (excluding products) in August fell 29 
percent or 1 million tons to 2.4 million, primarily reflecting the absence of 
shipments to China and lower exports to Brazil. The August wheat export unit 
value of $161 a ton was up 5 percent from last August's level. The total 
value of wheat exports in August was down 26 percent from last August. Wheat 
export volume for October-August of 33.5 million tons was down 18 percent from 
the same period a year earlier, while value dropped 22 percent to $5.4 billion. 


U.S. corn exports in August rose 6 percent to 3.0 million tons, 
reflecting larger shipments to Mexico and Japan. The corn export unit value 
of $142 a ton was up 24 percent from the previous August. Total corn export 
value in August was up 31 percent from the previous August. Corn export 
volume for the first 11 months of fiscal 1983 was down 7 percent from 
year-earlier levels to 43.5 million tons, with value off 8 percent to $5.2 
billion. 


Soybean shipments in August rose 5 percent to 1.6 million tons, 
primarily reflecting larger exports to the Netherlands, Greece and Mexico. 
Soybean export prices in August averaged $272 a ton, 11 percent higher than a 
year-earlier. Total soybeans export value in August rose 17 percent compared 
to a year earlier. Soybean export volume for October-August was down 4 
percent to 23.1 million tons (from year-earlier levels), with value off 11 
percent to $5.4 billion.

Export volumes and values were above August a year ago for wheat 
flour, feeds and fodders, cotton, tobacco, tallow and fresh citrus, among 
others. Export volumes and values were below August a year ago for rice, 
soybean oil, red meat, and fresh, non-citrus fruit, among others. 


U.S. AGRIQULTURAL IMPORTS 


The value of U.S. agricultural imports in August 1983 remained 
unchanged from levels of the same month a year ago at $1.4 billion. This 
brings agricultural imports during the first 11 months of fiscal 1983 
(October-August) to $15.1 billion--6 percent above the first 11 months of 
fiscal 1982. Much of the rise this year can be attributed to increased 
consumer purchasing power brought on by an improving U.S. economy and a strong 
dollar. 


Import values were up for 27 of the 52 major agricultural import 
groups, revealing the balanced nature of August's performance. Increases were 
led by tobacco scraps and stems and sugar. Declines were led by coffee, 
cocoa, rubber and allied gums, beef and veal, and fruit juices. 


Tobacco scrap and stem imports for August surged 432 percent to 
$195 million from August of last year. This increase was the result of U.S. 
Customs' reclassification of machine threshed tobacco into a much higher 
tariff category, thus prompting U.S. importers to import unusually large 
amounts prior to the August 28 date of imposition. The tariff is now 32¢/1b. 
versus the previous level of 17.5¢/lb. As a result of August's performance, 
imports during the first 11 months of fiscal year 1983 now stand at over $400 
million--up 131 percent from the same period of the previous year. 


Sugar imports during August also increased from last year's level, 
rising from $42 million to $68 million. Most of this was the result of higher 
import volume, though higher import prices were also a contributing factor. 
Despite this increase, imports during the first 11 months are down 25 percent 
and now total $865 million, most of which is attributable to lower import 
volume. 


Coffee imports declined in August after no change in July. August 
imports were $209 million, down 22 percent from the same month last year--a 
reduction due entirely to lower import volume. This decline now leaves 
cumulative coffee imports for this fiscal year at $2.6 billion, virtually 
unchanged from last year both in terms of value and volume.
